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BUSINESSES in Woolwich hit by the 
riots can apply for financial help 
following the council’s successful 
bid for funding through the High 
Street Support Scheme. 

The scheme was set up to help the worst 
affected businesses get back on track 
and help with cash-flow problems while 
waiting for insurance payouts to be met. 

The council has awarded payments of 
around £100,000 to the first 11 businesses 
which applied. Further grants will be 
made next week. 

The funds will go towards fixing shop 
fronts and shutters. 

Abdul Shakoor, owner of two shops in 
Woolwich was one of the first to benefit 
from the High Street Support Scheme. 
Both his stores - Broadway Shoes and 
Game X Boy - were vandalised. He lost 
almost £25,000 worth of stock from the 
shelves. 

He told GT: “I am so grateful to have 
been given some money to help me 
rebuild my business. I have been doing 
business in Woolwich for nine years now 
and I want to be here for another nine 
years.” 

Charles Dance Jewellers in Woolwich 
has also benefited from the scheme. 
Shop assistant Kim Rolfe said: “It has 
really helped us get back up and running 
quicker than we would have been able to. 

“A lot of the windows and display 
cabinets were smashed and now we can 
replace them and re-stock what was 
lost.” 

The Greenwich and Lewisham Young 
People’s Theatre was also damaged

WITH all the 
recent disorder 
across the country, 
it is heartening 
to know that a 
large majority 
of youngsters 
want to improve 
their education 
and secure a 
better future.

Hollie Varney 
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Firm prosecuted for knife sales 


A PLUMSTEAD building 
firm has been fined for 
selling a Stanley knife 
and blades to undercover 
police cadets. 

C.K. Builders of Herbert 
Road received fines and 
costs of £800 from Bexley 
Magistrates Court on 
August 8 for allowing the 
underage cadets to purchase 
the restricted items. 

The pair were part of an 
purchasing operation 
involving Greenwich 
Council trading standards 
officers and the police, 


which took place in January 
2011. The firm pleaded 
guilty to the charge, 
had also illegally sold to 
underage volunteers during 
a similar operation in 2008. 
Councillor Maureen O’Mara, 
the council’s member for 
community safety and the 
environment said: “The fact 
that the same business has 
previously failed in its legal 
responsibilities and sold 
knives to underage children 
justifies the action we took 
and the verdict of the court. 
“The tragic truth is that 
knife crime is responsible 


for far too many violent 
injuries and untimely 
deaths of young people in 
our communities. If we are 
genuinely serious about 
doing all we can to prevent 
these incidents, then we 
all have to play our part in 
limiting the opportunity 
for young people to access 
these potentially deadly 
weapons.” 

C.K. Builders pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced to a £400 
fine, £385 in costs and £15 
victim surcharge, which is a 
national scheme to support 
victims of crimes.

Volley good show

There is just one 
year to go until the 
Paralympics begin, 
and after success 
on the track, a 
Greenwich athlete is 
gearing up for one 
of the Games’ more 
unusual events

FEW athletes know more about 
competing in the Paralympics than 
Greenwich’s Robert Barrett. 

He’s been taking part for over 20 years 
and has a glittering list of achievements 
to his name, including the national and 
European records in 100m, 200m, 400m and 
the long jump. 

The army man lost his leg while on 
active service in the South China Sea, but 
has never let his disability get in the way 
of sporting achievement. 

Having conquered the track, he now 
divides his time playing and managing 
sitting volleyball, and is the squad captain 
of the Great Britain team, who train at the 
facilities at Roehampton University. 

He told GT: “One of the many great 
things about sitting volleyball is such a 
great sport is that it is so inclusive. It’s 
unique because it’s the only crossover 
sport in the world - both disabled and able 
bodied athletes can play together and it is 
also mixed gender.” 

As squad captain Robert is responsible 
for a range of roles including playing as 
a setter in matches, overseeing training 
and helping his players get their mindsets 
right for competitive action. “I’ve actually 
played a part in building the profile of 


sitting volleyball in this country, pretty 
much from scratch in the last six years,” 
the athlete added. “I’ve helped establish 
the East London Lynx Club along with the 
team coach Gary Beckford and together 
we’ve managed to attract funding From 
Morgan Stanley that has allowed us to 
expand.” 

He is excited about Team GB’s chances in 
sitting volleyball at the Paralympics, but 
also respectful of the opposition: “We’ve 
got a really talented squad and we should 
do well, but with the talent of teams such 
as Holland and Japan it’s going to be a 
huge challenge” he said. “The 2012 Games 
will give us great experience and we can 
build and develop the team for the future. 
But if we get some luck in the draw I 
know we can go far.” Robert was awarded 
a grant from the Greenwich Starting 
Blocks scheme, which helps towards his 


training costs. He said: “Starting Blocks 
has been vital to me in establishing myself 
and helping me be able to commit to 
training. Many of the sessions are based 
in Kettering and it costs around £80 for 
a round trip. Funding means that four 
team members and I can get there without 
having to worry about the money. It’s a 
godsend really. 

“I’d recommend sitting volleyball to 
anyone, whether you’re a beginner or 
an elite player. Its really inclusive and a 
great way of breaking down barriers and 
in terms of being competitive, it’s a real 
leveller.”

Mackintosh, the production 
manager said: “We are so 
grateful to receive funding as 
we can now afford to hire a 
few more people in to repair 
and clean up what was broken. 
Term starts on September 19 
so we want to be ready and let 
people know that we are open 
again.” 

The Wimpy food outlet on 
Thomas Street - which has 
been closed since the riots - 
has been given a grant by the 
council so it can continue to 
pay its staff and repair the 
shop and reopen. 

The council is also working 
closely with Woolwich traders 
to promote the town centre 
and talk about longer-term 
improvements. A meeting of 
the re-launched Woolwich 
Traders Forum, chaired 
by Denise Hyland, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and 
skills is due to take place on 
Thursday 15 September.

Extrovert enough to perform in front of millions? 


AN Oscar-winning director is on the 
hunt for young people to take part in 
the opening ceremony at next year’s 
Olympics. 

Slumdog Millionaire director 
Danny Boyle is tasked with creating 
a spectacular opening to the Games, 
while choreographer Kim Gavin is the 
artistic director of the finale. 

The pair are looking for 10,000 
volunteer performers to fill roles 
as dancers, actors, percussionists 
and all-round extroverts.

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He had a kidney transplant at the age 
of 10. Now George Newman is the top 
transplant athlete in the world after 
winning a haul of medals earlier this 
year. Peter Cordwell went to meet him 


WHEN George Newman 
decided to get back in the 
swim, he wasn’t kidding. 

The young man who had a 
kidney transplant at the age 
of 10 won no fewer than six 
swimming gold medals for 
Great Britain in the World 
Transplant Games in Sweden 
in June - breaking two world 
records and being named 
‘Most Outstanding Male 
Athlete of the Games’. 

Which makes the 23-year- 
old Eltham swimmer the top 
transplant athlete on the 
planet. 

“More than anything it’s 
been about the confidence it’s 
given me, knowing I was really 
good at something,” said 
George at home in Dunvegan 
Road. 

He won golds at the Games 
in Canada in 2005 and 
Thailand in 2007 but bypassed 
Australia in 2009 
to concentrate 
on his studies 
at University of 
Greenwich in 
Medway. 


Next week he will go back 
to his old school, Woolwich 
Polytechnic - as a teacher. 

“I qualified for Australia 
at the trials in Coventry but 
didn’t go because I was in 
the last year of my degree,” 
he told GT. “I didn’t give up 
swimming but I pulled back 
for a year or two. 

“I also wanted to try different 
sports, like hockey, because 
my confidence was so high. 
Then when uni finished I got 
back into swimming and 
qualified for Sweden at the 
British Games in Bath last 
year. 

“I was a bit of an underdog 
and there were lots of 
new names involved, 
but I noticed I still 
had a reputation i 
after winning 
three golds in 
Canada and 


four in Thailand.” George, who 
had chronic kidney problems 
from birth, competed as a 
member of the Guy’s Hospital 
adults transplant team which 
by now was run by his mother, 
Sharon, who was roped in to 
do all the paperwork. Mum 
said: “Five of the eight-strong 
team was selected for the 
World Games and three of 
them made it. Jamie Jessop 
got a bronze in the badminton 
and Ashley Ramsurrun won 
bronze in the long jump.” 

Soon after he arrived back 
from Sweden George got his 
papers as a qualified teacher. 
“I’m really looking forward to 
going back to Woolwich Poly 
as a teacher,” he said. “I’ll be 
a Year 7 form tutor and I’ll be 
teaching science.” 

George, now a member of 
Greenwich Swimming Club - 
“which is brilliant” - 
was first interviewed 
by GT after his 
Thailand triumph. He , 
is still into his music 
^ and plays guitar 
in a small band 
with friends 

that plays 
“anything and 
everything”. 

He said: “We’re 
not pushing it 
as such. We’ve 
all got our own 
careers and 
things, but we 


love to go into the studio for a 
couple of hours on a Sunday 
morning and make some 
music. 

“I seem to be entering 
another chapter of my life 
now and most of all I respect 
what swimming has given me. 
I’m fitter and have been able 
to travel the world and meet 
people, all because of sport. I 
also do different things - like a 
5k mud run in Colchester! 

“They’re great, the medals, 
the cups, the trophies, but 
it’s more about the feelings 
you get inside and the respect 
from other people.” 

Not bad for a lad that had 
a question mark over his 
survival on the 
first day of life.

WORK is underway on the 
Woolwich Central regeneration 
project, which will provide 960 
new homes, shops, a Tesco store, 
and hundreds of new jobs in the 
heart of the town. 

And progress of the 
construction work can be viewed 
via two high-tech time lapse 
cameras. 

The multi-million pound scheme 
is being built on land in Love 
Lane next to the new Woolwich 
Centre in Wellington Street. 
Every step of the elaborate 
building process is being 
captured on camera, with 
new images posted online

every minute. The cameras 
will showcase the innovative 
construction techniques being 
used in the project. 

Recent works have focused on 
processing and recycling the 
concrete left behind from the 
demolition of the previous 
buildings on site. 

Currently there are real-time 
updates that show three tower 
cranes with two more due to 
arrive on site shortly. 

The two tallest cranes will 
be at least 17 storeys high to 


help with the completion of 
the concrete frame, cladding, 
glazing and roofing before 
being dismantled next year. 
Developers Spenhill, Tesco’s 
regeneration subsidiary, has 
teamed up with contractor 
Willmott Dixon to launch the 
cameras. Graham Haydon-White, 
Spenhill’s development manager 
said: “The web cams are just 
one way of enabling local 
people, and others, to see how 
this regeneration project is 
taking shape.”

Benefits for mothers-to-be 
which are often overlooked 


IF you are pregnant or have recently 
had a baby, you may be able to claim 
a range of benefits depending on 
your circumstances. 

Many people (particularly people in 
work) miss out on extra weekly income 
because they do not know they can 
claim. 

The main benefit that mothers-to-be 
fail to claim is the Sure Start Maternity 
Grant. This is paid to help meet the 
costs of a new baby and is currently 
worth £500. You do not have to pay it 
back. You can get the grant if there are 
no other children under 16 in the family 
and you or your partner gets one of the 
following: 

• Income Support 


• Income-based Jobseeker’s Allowance 

• Pension Credit 

• Employment and Support Allowance 
(income-related) 

• Tax credits at more than the basic 
family rate (currently £20.93 a week). 

You can claim from 11 weeks before 
your baby is due or up to three months 
after the birth. 

Contact Jobcentre Plus for a claim 
form on 0845 603 6967 or visit direct.gov. 
uk for more information or to download 
the form. 

Remember to claim within three 
months even if you are still waiting to 
hear about a first claim for benefits or 
tax credits. Get advice if you are refused 
a grant because your tax credits are too 
low - you may be able to reapply after 


your tax credits have changed. Many 
people miss out on this grant when they 
are on reduced income due to maternity 
leave and could really do with the extra 
help.

T HE long and anxious wait 
for this year’s GCSE results 
finally came to an end for 
thousands of students in the 
borough on Thursday morning, 
when more than ever before 
were thrilled to find they had 
achieved top grades. 

And the news was particularly 
good for students taking English 
and Maths - where the results have 
shot up. 

Proud mums and dads shared 
in the celebrations as the tally of 
Greenwich students who achieved 
five or more GCSEs at A* - C in 
subjects including English and Maths. 

And the proportion rose four 
percentage points to 54 per cent, 
compared with last year’s figure of 
50 per cent. 

In both English and Maths, 
Greenwich students’ success rate in 
achieving good passes at grade C or 
above was better than the national 
rate for England. In English, 68 
per cent of students taking GCSE 
achieved A*-C, compared with 65 for 
England overall. 

In Maths, the figure for Greenwich 
was 62 per cent, compared with 
59 throughout England. Cllr Jackie 
Smith, Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for children and young 
people said: “Congratulations to 
Greenwich’s students who have 
received such good results. The 
success rate in the key subjects of 
English and Maths is particularly 
impressive. 


“The achievement of our students | 
reflects well on their own efforts, 
and on the good standards of \ 
education that our schools offer 
in enabling students to maximise 
their potential and to gain the best 
possible opportunities to progress.”

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with 
an urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

GREENWICH is an 
k N inspiring place for

I know I have 
▼ ™ arrived back in 

Greenwich when I see the white 
spire of St.Alphege’s Church, 
flashing past the window of the 
train. 

The church is one of the 50 new 
London churches built in the 18th 
century. I love the clean white 
stone, perforated by arched and 
circular windows. It reminds 
me that I am arriving in historic 
Greenwich, part of London 
where I can escape from the 
grimy utilitarian buildings and 
the fume-belching traffic, and 
enjoy fresh air, green spaces and 
beautiful surroundings. 

One of the most famous and 
spectacular places in Greenwich 
is the view from the top of 
Greenwich Park. 

At 183 hectares in size, there is 
plenty of space in the park for 




people and practise sketching. 
Greenwich park is also a wildlife 
reserve, giving me lots of 
chances to sketch wildflowers, 
trees, and different animals.. 

If I go for a walk in the park I 
can be sure of seeing a variety 
of different wildlife including 
robins, butterflies, squirrels and 
sometimes foxes. It is also a haven 
for several rare species including 
the tiny pipistrelle bat, and the 
stag beetle. A walk I like to take 
is to the centre of the park, to see 
the remains of Queen Elizabeth’s 
Oak, which Queen Elizabeth 1 
used to play in as a child. In her 
time it was already 400 years old, 
at least 6 feet wide in diameter. 
There are also many other old 
oaks in this area of the park, 
making very intriguing drawing 
subjects. 

Next on my list of favourite 
Greenwich places, are the Tulip 
stairs at the Queen Anne’s House, 
built by Inigo Jones in 1638. They 
seemed surprisingly small and 
narrow when I first saw

everyone, 

and it usually seems that 
everyone and his dog is there: 
people out playing football with 
their children, people taking 
their dog for a walk, people 
excercising, tourists visiting the 
attractions. For an illustrator it 
is a wonderful place to observe 



them, my only experience of 
spiral staircases having been the 
heavy stone blocks of the spiral 
staircase in Wells cathedral. The 
tulip stairs however, are the exact 
opposite: lightweight, narrow, 
and delicately crafted, very easy 
to slip on. The whole experience 
is almost aerial. Looking up from 
the bottom of the stairs, the shaft 
is suffused with a blue light, 
coming from the glass windows at 
the top which reflect the blue of 
the sky. It’s a truly beautiful piece 
of design.. 

No trip to Greenwich is complete 
without a wander around the Old 
Royal Naval College, now part 
of Greenwich University. These 
buildings which were designed 
by Christopher Wren in 1696, are 
a stunning example of English 
baroque architecture. They 
combine grassy lawns and open 
spaces, with columned walkways - 
and arches, and small cobbled 


courtyards. Wandering around 
the buildings, you are transported 
back to a different age, an age 
of inspiration and whimsy, an 
age when no expenses were 
spared, and fine craftsmanship 
was greatly respected. In an 
age of digital design, and mass 
production, where speed is of the 
essence, Greenwich is a place 
where I have time to unwind, 
time to relax and the ability to be 
creative.

Heston's feast for the eyes gets a reboot... 



Planet of the Apes 
remake pays classy 
homage to original 


APES in charge of 
humans. The Statue 
of Liberty broken and 
in ruins. Charlton 
Heston’s closing words, “My 
God, what have we done?” 

The finale of the 1 968 Planet of 
the Apes movie was truly iconic. 
A TV series and four sequels 
were to follow including Tim 
Burton’s disastrous 2001 reboot 
starring Helena Bonham Carter. 
Now, 40 years on, the prequel 
from director Rupert Wyatt 
attempts to explain how we got 
it all so wrong. 

The concept behind Rise of 
the Planet of the Apes is 
hardly novel. Genetic scientist, 
Will Rodman (James “127 
Hours” Franco) is on the 
verge of a major discovery - a 
cure for degenerative brain 
diseases. After successfully 
testing a serum on laboratory 
chimpanzees, he injects his 
Alzheimer’s-suffering father, 
(John Lithgow) with the new 
drug and, astonishingly, his 
father recovers as an improved, 
more intelligent version of 
his former self. But a young 
chimp called Caesar, raised 
by Rodman and also injected 
with the serum, shows equally 
impressive signs of intelligence 
above and beyond the capacity 
of his kind. 

Caesar grows, quickly becoming 
stronger, more powerful and 
sufficiently intelligent to lead 
a break out from the so-called 
ape sanctuary in which he has 
been confined. 

The climax - ironically not set 
in New York City - is cleverly 
constructed, the action 
scenes exciting with the 
chimps by now as crafty, 
if not more so, than their 
captors. 

While Franco and 
Lithgow are competent, 

Felton does more than 
enough to suggest that 
he is well on the way to 
unlocking the shackles of 
his Harry Potter past. Freida 


“Slumdog Millionaire” Pinto is 
Franco’s love interest but she is 
given little to do and even less 
to say. 

But the stars of the show are 
without doubt the apes. Andy 
Serkis, who famously portrayed 
Gollum in the Lord of the Rings 
trilogy, again leads the way. 
Motion capture technology - 
involving hundreds of sensors 
positioned all over the body 
- has thankfully confined the 
need for costumes well and 
truly to the past. Many of the 
chimps’ facial expressions are 
truly astonishing. 

The cinematography is equally 
impressive from Caesar’s 
gymnastics as a baby to his 
later invasion of the suburbs. 
Wyatt’s homage to the original 
is as brazen as it is effective: 
Caesar gluing a toy statue 
of liberty; Charlton Heston 
in a scene on a prison TV, 
and most notably, Heston’s 
second most memorable line 
as he astonishes an ape by 
demonstrating the power of 
speech: “Take your stinking 
paws off me.” 

Oh, and don’t leave before the 
coda, you might miss the best 
bit. 

Good enough to resurrect the 
franchise. 8/10.

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Park getting back to its 
best after Olympic test 


RESIDENTS and visitors 
can now access all areas 
of Greenwich Park after 
the equestrian test event 
in July. 

The temporary structures 
have been removed and 
its owner, Royal Parks is 
confident the grass in the 
area will have recovered by 
September. 

Graham Dear, park manager 
of Greenwich Park said: 
“The Royal Parks has 
worked closely with LOCOG 
to develop plans for the test 
events and for the Olympic 
and Paralympic events in 
2012.” 

He added: “The test events 
in July went well and 
the reinstatement works 
in Greenwich Park are 
making good progress. 

The temporary structures 
associated with the event 
were removed ahead 
of schedule and we are 
confident that by the end 
of September the grass will 
have recovered.” 

The test events in July 
saw a week of equestrian 
events which included a 
cross country course that 
went around the park, and 


dressage and eventing on 
a specially-made quadrant 
with a viewing platform and 
stands. 

A dry-run of the Modern 
Pentathlon was also staged. 
The park manager added: 
“Preparations for the 
Equestrian and Modern 
Pentathlon events next 
year will continue and The 
Royal Parks will continue 
to protect the park and to 
minimise the impact on park 
users.” 

Following careful 
consideration earlier this 
year, the Royal Parks agreed 
a detailed plan with LOCOG 
of reinstatement works 
in the Park. The main 
reinstatement work included 
aeration of the ground, 
seeding and watering. 

Areas of the park were 
temporarily fenced off whilst 
this work was carried out. 
LOCOG is responsible for 
funding this work and for 
ensuring that the Park is 
returned to The Royal Parks 
in the condition in which it 
was received.

Fresh from an impressive debut 
season in the Wheelchair Football 
Association’s national league, the 
team are hoping to take their form 
into this season when they compete in 
Nottingham next month. 

Central to the Greenwich club’s ascent 
to the national league has been the 
twice-weekly training sessions at the 
Waterfront Leisure Centre in Woolwich.
